The State street mer­ 
chants have decided to send out 1,100 
wagons to m ake deliveries in all parts 
of the city. 
As far as possible those 
wagons 
w ill be guarded by 
deputy 
sheriffs and in som e eases by the local 
police. 
It will be im possible for all 
of the w agons to be 
guarded by the 
deputy sheriffs, but it is the intention 
to place tw o men on each wagon as 
far {is the number of deputies already 
sworn In will permit. 
Sheriff Barrett 
had 200 
deputies in service 
Friday 
night aud said 
that he thought 
this 
number would Ik* am ide for the work 
outlined. 
If ft is not, it is said, he 
will conclude that tho sheriff’s office 
ami the local police are not able to 
control the situation and a request w ill 
be made for the state m ilitia. 
Govern­ 
or Boneen has said that he will order 
out the troops if the request is made 
by Sheriff Barrett, and upon the fail­ 
ure or success of the attem pt at retail 
deliveries depends the com ing of the 
troops. 
Fifteen wagons were sent out 
Friday by the largo dry goods and de­ 
partment stores, and all of them made 
deliveries 
without 
interruption. 
On 
each of these wagons rode two depu­ 
ty sheriffs. 
It w as the success of th is 
attem pt 
at 
delivering 
goods 
that 
prompted the stores to send out dur­ 
ing the day practically their full force 
of wagons. 
Much Less Rioting. 


Either because of the threatened ap­ 
pearance of the troops or because of 
the addition to th e police force In the 
shape of 
deputy sheriffs, there 
w as 
much less rioting and fighting in the 
dow ntow n streets during the day than 
on any day this week. 
The w agons 
of the express 
com ­ 
panies, each one of which carried a 
guard, armed w ith a W inchester rifle, 
or double-barrelled 
shotgun, went to
